A. In the firft Place it isto be obferved that 
no fuch Power ought to be attributed to Neceflity, 
as that it fhould give a Man the Priviledge of di- 
rectly violating a Law or commuting a Sin ; but 
we only prefume from the favorable Intention of 
Legiflators, and from the confideration of the Na- 
ture of Man (ro whom it is impoffible not to em- 
ploy his urmolt endeavour towards preferving him- 
telf) that the Cafe of Neceffiry 1s not compre- 
hended under the general Terms of Law. And 
indeed, im general the Necetfity of Honefty, or of 
obeying the Laws is greater than that of Safety. 
God Almighty, who is the abfolute Difpofer of 
our Lives, may and does impofe upon us feveral 
Laws, in the violating of which no Neceflity of 
prelerving Life wil! accufe us. No Necetfity can 
make ir allowable for us to undertake an Action 
cirectly dithonoring Almighty God, and whether 
it can make an Action allowable which tends to 
the Deftruction of our Neighbour (which 1s the 
Queftion before us) 1s a Cale of fome Difficulty 
and Uncertainty. Iris certain hcwever, that the 
Neceifiry muit be more momediate and prefling 
that muit cxcufe tuch an Action than what is here 


as 
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propofed by che Querift. When the Profpect* of 
Danger to our felves is fo remote, and where 
there is Room to hope for feveral intervening Ac- 
cidents which. without a Miracle may prevent it, 
it wou'd be both a barbarous Inhumanity, and an 
impious Diftruft of God's Providence ts deny a 
Companion neceffary Relicf. But the Cale is 
much more difficult, when two Perfons being un- 
Cer imminent Danger of their Lives, or recucee 
to the laft Extremity, by Scarcity of Victus 
both muft unavoidably Perifh. unlefs one of the: 
for his own Deliverance or Prefervation, haiie: 
by fome act ihe Fate of the other; which woud 
however have foon arrived. Of this notwith- 
ftanding our Judgment is, that inevitable Necefliry 
fuperfedes th Law of Chariry

Query, Whether I am under any Obligation (and 
of what kind) to difcover my Knowledg of the fame 
to him, fince he fecks me, and not I him, and fo de- 
feat the advantage I may make, esther in the Pur- 
chafe or anew Leafe for a jong times gither of which 
ts the Cafe fiands 1 may now do. 


A. Since we profefs to Solve all Queftions of 
this nature as Philofophers upon Principles of natu- 
ral Equity, and not as Lawyers by confideration 
of any written Laws, we cannot expect chat our 
Anfwers fhall have an Effect upon any, but thofe 
thar think themfelves Obliged to Act according to 
Reafon and Juftice, even beyond what the Ler- 
ter of the Law requires, as all honeft and con{ci- 
entious Men do. And fince the Querift appears to 
be one of thofe, our Advice to him is, that he can- 
not with Equity take the Advantage he propofes. 
For in all chargeable Contracts, an Equality oughr 
10 be obferved ; as is demonftrable from this Rea- 
fon that ince Contracts are neceflary for a Mans ob- 
taining thofe Things which he has no right to 
clam ; and fince it 1s prefumed thar nothing is giv- 
en Grats, which is parted with upon Contract, it 
is plain a Contra can give Righr to another 
Mans Goods no farther, than as they are equiva- 
lent to fomething which that other Man recieves. 
Now the way to adjuft this Equality, is that the 
Parties Contracting be equally acquainted with 
the Commodity and the Qualities of it. As tke 
Seller is obliged to expofe as well the bad as the 
good Qualities of his Commodity ro the beft of h's 
Knowledg ; for otherwife a jut Price canror be 
ailigned; fo for the fameReafon, the Buyer ought not 
to make a Profit of the orhers Ignorance, but with 
the fame Franknefs is obliged to difcover to him all 
chat he knows of the Cominodiry. Se/den tells us 
thar there was a Law among the jews, by which 
in any chargeable Contract where there was a 
Fraud amounting to above the Sixth part of the 
Price of the whole Commodity, the Buyer was em- 
powered cither immediately or any time during 
the Negoriation, ro refcind the bargain and recover 
the whole Price : but the Favour co the Seiler was 
greater ; for he being a Sufterer was never barred 
from making a Recovery. In like manner we 
Judge, that evenin the Law of Nature, a Smail 
Damage is not Sufficient to break off a bargain, be- 
caule of the Difficu'ry and Uncertaincy of ftating ex- 
actly the value ot Things; but where ir is notori- 
ous, the Bargain ought to be refcinded. And the 
Greatnefs oul die damage is to be eftimated, either 
by the Exorbitancy of the Price, or the Poverty of 
rhe Injured. And therefore the Action of Sc.evola, 
which Cic. de Off. L. 3. makes mention of, had 
not fo much of Generofity as Juftice in it. For he, 
being upon a Purchafe, bid the Proprietor tel] him, 
in one word, what he would have for the Eftate ; 
which when the other had done, Scevola told him 
he had Undervalued it, and gave him 10000 Se- 
flerces more than his Bargain.

rough and rhe Prince of Savoy, Embak’d 
laft Tuefday in the Evening at Anwerp, on Board 
the Yatch which had been fent to receive them 3 
That they were attended by the Earl of Albe- 
marle, and fome otehr General Officers, They 
met with an ill Paffage, by reafon of Foggs and 
contrary Winds, and did nor arrive here ’till late 
this Evening ; That the body of Troops which 
were ordered to continue in their Poft upon the 
Lys, 








Lys, for the Security of the Boars which brought 
the Artillery and heavy Baggage from Aire, was 
to feparate Yefterday, and march cowards their 
Winter Quaters; That 4 of the Men of War oe- 
longing to Amfterdam, which are defigned for the 
Mediterranean, have paffed the Pampus, and have 
received their Sailing Orders to make the beft of 
their way towards the Coa of England ; That 
the rcft of the Ships which are to compofe that 
Squadron will be ready co Sail in fome Days, both 
from the Texel and the Maefe. We have advice 
from France, thar the Men of War which Sail'd 
lately from Toulon towards Rofes, to Conyoy 
thither a great Nuaber of Veffels laden with Am- 
munition and Provifions for the French Army in 
Rouffillon, met with a grear Storm in the Gulf of 
Lyons; That a great part of the Tranfports and 
Srorefhips were loft on the Coaft of Languedoc ; 
That the Men of War were driven by ftrefs of 
Weather towards Cetre, where they were in dan- 
ger of being Shipwrecked.
